GREGORY PECK, who stars in ‘‘The 
Playboy of the Western World’ this 
week, is no newcomer to Cape Play- 
house audiences. During its last year 
before shutting down because of war- 
time restrictions, the Playhouse found 
Peck in a few shows, playing supporting 
roles and bit parts in July of the sum- 
mer of 1942. 

Peck’s last appearance in Dennis was 
as the scatterbrained ballet teacher in 
“You Can’t Take It With You,’ whose 
favorite expression — “Confidentially, it 
stinks!” — added a popular idiom to 
American speech. Stars of that Kauf- 
man-Hart Pulitzer Prize winner were 
Fred and Paula Stone. Before that play, 
Peck had appeared in support of Fritzi 
Scheff and Karen Morley in Maugham’s 
“The Circle’ and with Ruth Chatter- 
ton and Ralph Forbes in Donald Ogden 
Stewart’s “Rebound.” 

Gregory Peck hails from La Jolla, 
California, one of the small towns be- 
tween San Diego and Los Angeles. 
After attending the local grammar 
school and then San Diego High, he 
went to the University of California at 
Berkeley, Class of ’39, rowing on the 
U. of C. crew during extra-curricular 
moments. 

With the end of college, he headed

East for further schooling, this time at 
New York’s Neighborhood Playhouse. 
He was there during the winters of 1939 
and 1940. Summers were spent at the 
Barter Theatre in ’40 and at the Suffern 
Theatre in ’41. 

Before his engagement at the Play- 
house in 1942, Peck had an active the- 
atrical career—on the road. His first 
legitimate play found him in support of 
Katharine Cornell in her 1941 version of 
Shaw’s “The Doctor’s Dilemma.” While 
touring, Miss Cornell decided to try out 
Henry Bernstein’s new “Rose Burke,” 
and Greg was given the honor of under- 
studying the late Philip Merivale. “Rose 
Burke” never reached Broadway and 
once again Peck went on tour, this 
time with Jane Cowl in “Punch and 
Julia,” which also reached Cain’s Ware- 
house in the hinterlands. 

Then came the turning point—the 
Cape Playhouse. Directly after that 
summer of 1942, Gregory Peck hit 
Broadway, appearing in three plays in 
rapid succession. First came an impor- 
tant role in Emlyn Williams’ London hit, 
“The Morning Star,” with Jill Esmond, 
Wendy Barrie and Gladys Cooper, the 
latter incidentally being one of the 
Cape Playhouse stars this summer. “The 
Morning Star,’ however, did not catch

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the fancy of New Yorkers, and after 
the closing notice, young Mr. Peck land- 
ed the leading male part in John (“The 
Hasty Heart’) Patrick’s “The Willow 
and I,” which starred Martha Scott and 
Barbara O’Neill. 

Next came “Sons and Soldiers,’ the 
Irwin Shaw play directed by Max Rein- 
hardt. Geraldine Fitzgerald was star, 
with a supporting cast that included 
Stella Adler, Leonard Sues, and young 
Ted Donaldson, with Peck playing Miss 
Fitzgerald’s son. The critics gave it 
provocative reviews, audiences were en- 
thused, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer bought 
the -movie rights, but the play closed 
after a few weeks. 

Then the call of Hollywood! Peck’s 
first movie appearance was with Tam- 
ara Toumanova, the ballet dancer, in 
“Days of Glory,” a non-ballet story of 
Russia during wartime. This was fol- 
lowed by 20th Century-Fox’s adaptation 
of A. J. Cronin’s “The Keys of the King- 
dom.” Soon afterwards came Marcia 
Davenport’s “The Valley of Decision,”’ 
in which he co-starred with Greer Gar- 
son and played the son of the afore- 
mentioned Gladys Cooper, who—as 
aforementioned — will be seen on the 
Playhouse stage for the week beginning 
July 22. Peck’s most recent film was 
Selznick’s saga of the psychoanalytic,

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“Spellbound,” directed by Alfred Hitch- 
cock and co-starring Ingrid Bergman. 

On tap in the celluloid tins ready for 
national release are a pair of super 
spectacles which, according to Holly- 
wood preview reports, portend an Acad- 
emy Award “Oscar” for Mr. Peck. The 
first is the multi-million dollar ‘‘Duel In 
The Sun, with Jennifer Jones, Joseph 
Cotten, Walter Huston and Herbert 
Marshall. The other, Marjorie Kinnan 
Rawlings’ “The Yearling,’ with Jane 
Wyman. The night before he hopped 
aboard the ‘‘Constellation” to come to 
Dennis two weeks ago, Peck shot the fi- 
nal scenes of Ernest Hemingway’s “The 
Short Happy Life of Francis Macomber.” 

As soon as he finishes his current 
Cape Playhouse stint, he heads back to 
Hollywood for a double engagement—to 
begin shooting on Robert Hichens’ ‘‘The 
Paradine Case,” again directed by Mr. 
Hitchcock, and to wait out a couple of 
weeks to the arrival of the stork. He 
and Mrs. Peck are expecting their sec- 
ond child. The first, Jonathan, is now 
23 months. Dennis resident, incident- 
ally, may recall Greg’s wife, Greta, who 
was a visitor at Mrs. Charles M. Hay- 
den’s house during the summer of 742. 
The Pecks were only engaged at the 
time. They were married the following 
October.

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Preface to 
“THE PLAYBOY OF THE WESTERN WORLD” 
by J. M. Synge 


“In writing THE PLAYBOY OF THE 
WESTERN WORLD, as in my other 
plays, I have used one or two words 
only that I have not heard among the 
country people of Ireland, or spoken in 
my own nursery before I could read 
the newspapers. A certain number of 
the phrases I employ I have heard also 
from herds and fishermen along the 
coast from Kerry to Mayo, or from 
beggar-women and ballad-singers near- 
er Dublin; and I am glad to acknowl- 
edge how much I owe to the folk- 
imagination of these fine people. Any- 
one who has lived in real intimacy with 
the Irish peasantry will know that the 
wildest sayings and ideas in this play 
are tame indeed, compared with the 
fancies one may hear in any little hill- 
side cabin in Geesala, or Carraroe, or 
Dingle Bay. All art is a collaboration; 
‘and there is little doubt that in the 
happy ages of literature, striking and 
beautiful phrases were as ready to the 
story-teller’s or the playwright’s hand, 
as the rich cloaks and dresses of his 
time. It is probable that when the Eliz- 
abethan dramatist took his ink-horn

and sat down to his work he used many 
phrases that he had just heard, as he 
sat at dinner, from his mother or his 
children. In Ireland, those of us who 
know the people have the same privil- 
ege. When I was writing “The Shadow 
of the Glen,’ some years ago, I got 
more aid than any learning could have 
given me from a chink in the floor of the 
old Wicklow house where I was staying, 
that let me hear what was being said 
by the servant girls in the kitchen. This 
matter, I think, is of importance, for in 
countries where the imagination of the 
people, and the language they use, is 
rich and living, it is possible for a writer 
to be rich and copious in his words, and 
at the same time to give the reality, 
which is the root of all poetry, in a 
comprehensive and natural form. In 
the modern literature of towns, how- 
ever, richness is found only in sonnets, 
or prose poems, or in one or two elab- 
orate books that are far away from the 
profound and common interests of life. 
One has, on one side, Mallarme and 
Huysman producing this literature;

and on the other, Ibsen and Zola deal- 
ing with the reality of life in joyless 
and pallid words. On the stage one must 
have reality, and one must have joy; 
and that is why the intellectual modern 
drama has failed, and people have 
grown sick of the false joy of the musi- 
cal comedy, that has been given them in 
place of the rich joy found only in what 
is superb and wild in reality. In a good 
play every speech should be as fully 
flavored as a nut or apple, and such 
speeches cannot be written by anyone 
who works among people who have shut 
their lips on poetry. In Ireland, for a

leading man of the original company 
while he was still an undergraduate at 
Yale, and has been manager-director 
of such theatres as Elvehoi-on-the-Hud- 
son, the Westchester Playhouse and 
Millbrook.
